Senators— . . 

In again appearing before you in the capacity of a presiding officer, I 
am reminded of the pleasant and agreeable manner in which we last 
winter spent three months in this relation ; we have reason for congrat- 
ulations and gratitude to the All-Wise, that we are now able again to 
enter upon the duties assigned us by the Constitution. 

The year just closed has been an eventful one to us as Americans; the 
question of American freedom, and of the right of States to secede, has 
for years been hanging in the balance, but, thanks to a just God, and 
the bravery and fidelity of the sons of our Pilgrim Fathers, it has been 
decreed that Freedom shall be universal, and that the inheritance handed

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down to us, stained by the blood of our Revolutionary Fathers, being 
again purified through sacrifice and blood that has been spilled during 
the last four years, shall remain one and indivisible, now and forever. 

But a great man has been treacherously slain. President Lincoln, 

. who having labored for four whole years, with unyielding perseverance 
and most admirable patience, for the preservation of the Union, and ap- 
proaching this end, had almost completed his glorious work, when the 
abominable assassins, while doing the bidding of. the leaders of the re- 
bellion, raised the treacherous weapon that took the life of the great 
statesman, the honest President, generous almost to a fault, who stood 
second to no other in the hearts of all loyal Americans. 

Fools! to think by such acts to further the cause of rebellion, or to 
stay the progress of the Union armies, which were then moving forward 
successfully, and have since triumphed over allits enemies, and estab- 
lished the principles of universal freedom. 

Let the world learn one important lesson: that although the wicked 
assassin’s hand was successful, the American contest does not fall with 
him; the great cause of the nation is not conquered, but it is destined 
to conquer, and may history be able to record the fact that the adminis- 
tration of Andrew Johnson may be such as to show no seams where 
they were joined, or no marked change in the texture by which they 
may be contrasted. 

Senators, the uniform courteousness and affability extended to me last 
winter, while occupying the chair, together with your forbearance and 
readiness to support and assist me in maintaining order, and in dispen- 
sing parliamentary law, has placed me under lasting obligations, and 
leads me to look forward with pleasing anticipations to the future. 

I hope to so deport myself as to continue to receive your aid and sup- 
port in maintaining that dignity and good order which will be eredita- 
ble to us as a deliberative body—the Senate of the State of Nevada. 

As heretofore, it will be my object to act justly and fairly toward all, 
to the end that we may proceed harmoniously and expeditiously with 
the labors before us. There is much to be done at this session in remod- 
eling the laws of last winter, and in making some new ones, embodying 
the principles of safety and economy shadowed forth in our Constitu- 
tion, and that the Silver Star of Nevada, whose silver stream has shone 


forth so brilliantly during our country’s struggles, may increase in mag- . 


nitude and greatness until it shall be second to no other in the great 
constellation emblematical of the sisterhood of States. ae 

Believing that it is the desire of you all to make this session a short 
one, to speedily do the work expected at your hands, I trust that we 
will co-operate with each other to the accomplishment of that object, 
that for once the constituency may not be disappointed in their expecta- 
tions of a short session. Therefore, I now announce that there is a 
quorum present, and that we are ready to proceed to the transaction of 
business.

o ; GOVERNORS MESSAGE. 


STATE OF NEVADA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
s Carson Ciry, January, 1866. 


Gentlemen of the Senate and Assembly : 


You have convened, as the representatives of the people of this State, 
to consider and act upon many important subjects. We should, at all 
times—but more especially on occasions like the present—humbly 
acknowledge our dependence upon Almighty God, and invoke His bless- 
ings on our labors, remembering that “He holds in His hand alike the 
destinies of nations and of men.”. Again, it is made my duty, by the 
Constitution, to communicate to you, by message, the condition of the 
State, and recommend such measures as I may deem proper. 


i FINANCES. 


Owing to the fiscal yéar ending on the 31st of December, and the 
Treasurers of the counties being allowed until the 27th of that month 
to make their final settlements with the State Treasurer and Controller, 
the latter officers have been unable to lay before me their “Annual Re- 
ports.” I will transmit them to your honorable’bodies as soon as re- 


1k - 


ceived. They have, however, furnished enough to show that the total 
receipts, during the fiscal year, 1865, from all sources, were about $465,- 
000, and total disbursements about $413,000. The total debt of the 
State, at this time, including that assumed for the Territory, is about 
$436,500. Of that amount there is payable this year, on January 10th, 
$60,000 ; February Ist, $49,000; July Ist, $5,775, and August Ist, $11,- 
250. Total, $126,025. Appropriations to defray the civil expenses of, 
the State Government during this year should be made, say, as follows: 
For the salaries of the Supreme Judges, thoir contingent expenses, and ` 
those of their clerk, $24,000; for State Prison, to include outstanding 
warrants, $25,000; for Legislative expenses, including about $2,000 de- 
ficit of last year, $32,000; for care of the Insane, $2,000, and for all 


‘other current expenses, including State Printing, salaries of State offi- 


cers, etc., $85,000. ‘This last named amount may include about $10,000 . 
outstanding warrants on the General Fund. It may become necessary 
to secure a temporary Joan of, say,-$150,000, to meet our more immedi- 
ate wants. This may be done by the issuance of bonds, bearing a rate 
of interest, payable semi-annually, sufficient to insure their disposal at 
par, to run not longer than one year. I further suggest that the nego- 
tiation of a loan be authorized for an amount sufficient to pay all in- 
debtedness of the State not otherwise provided for at the time of obtain- 
ing such loan—the bonds to run, say, ten years; bear interest at not ex- 


“ceeding ten per cent. per annum, payable semi-annually—the paymect 


of interest to be met by funds set apart from our annual revenues; and _ 
a sufficient sum, also, to be set apart each year to pay one tenth of the 
principal. Ifthe holders will surrender bonds at not exceeding their 
par value, the Treasurer to pay them; if not, to invest the funds set 
apart for that purpose in United States securities—thus insuring the 
payment of the entire principal and interest within the prescribed pe- 
riod. By adopting this, or some similar plan, our finances can be placed 
and kept on a cash basis, and our entire indebtedness be paid within a 
reasonable time, without onerous taxation. 


+ 


ECONOMY. 


I consider it my duty to suggest to you the propriety of a short ses- 
sion, and the transaction of such business only as you may find actually 
indispensable. In our present financial condition it behooves us, as the 
faithful servants of the people, who have honored us with the positions 
we hold, to observe the strictest economy. The Constitution limits your 
sitting to sixty days; and if continued so long, taking as a basis the ex- 
penses of the last Legislature, would cost little less than sixty thotisand 
dollars; but from your known habits of economy, and diligence in busi- 
ness, you can doubtless accomplish all that is necessary in less than half 
the time so contemplated,and make the large saving to the State of 
thirty thousand dollars or more. The Legislature will meet again so 
soon that much which might be convenient and advantageous, can be 
dispensed with until then, at which time I hope our finances and an ex- 
tended knowledge of our necessities will justify more thorough legisla- 
tion. Then, let us economise to the utmost of our ability. l 

ELECTIONS. Š 

The Constitution requires that you provide, by law, for the election of 

all State, Legislative and County officers, and a Member of Congress. 


# 
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It also provides that County Recorders, elected under the provisions of 
a law to be passed, shall be ex officio County Auditors. I refer you te 
section thirty-two, of article four, of the Constitution, on this subject. 
I also suggest that you provide for our Congressman to be elected in 
1866, and every two years thereafter; otherwise our State cannot have 
- a voice in the organization of the House of Representatives, and many 
other important matters; and in cases of called or special sessions of 
Congress, we would be without a representative. If you provide thus, 
and for the election of Constables, at the general election in 1866, and 
biennially thereafter, and for the election of Justices of the Peace in 
1868, and_at like periods thereafter, there will be no necessity for any 
election in the alternate years, unless a vacancy occur in our Congres- 
sional representation, to supply which, you should provide for a special 
election. This would also result in great economy. To do this, how- 
ever, the term of the Justices now in office must be extended one year, 
If you do this, there will be regularity and uniformity in the election of 
all officers. You should also give efficiency to the provisions of section 
four, of article five, of the Constitution, by constituting the Justices of 
the Supreme Court a State Board of Canvassers, to canvass the election 
of all State officers and Congressman; and regulate, by law, the trans- 
mission of election returns to the Secretary of State.. Provisions should 
also be made for the soldiers to participate in our elections, and for the 
returns and canvass of their votes, as contemplated by section three, of. 
. article two, and section fourteen of the “Election Ordinance,” of the 
Constitution. Much inconvenience is experienced under existing regu- 
lations. I call your special attention to the last sentence of section 
three, article fifteen, of the Constitution. And, while upon this subject, 
I deem it my imperative duty to recommend the passage of an Act pro- 
hibiting the retailing and giving away of any kind of intoxicating 
drinks, to be used as a beverage, on the day of any election, within one 
mile, or less, of any place of voting. When it is considered that every 
voter is called upon, on those occasions, to exercise the most exalted 
privilege, and discharge the most important political duty of a freeman, 
the necessity of strict sobriety, sound judgment, peaco and good will, is 
at once apparent. But the excesses of that day too frequently lead to 
various crimes, murder not excepted. Let us clear our skirts of all 
blame in the premises. 


REGISTRY ACT. 


The results sought by an Act of this character were well attained by 
the one passed last year. It provides for the legal ascertainment, of 
those who should vote; it prevents all others from doing so, and the dis- 
honest from voting where they ought not, and oftener than they should ; 
it does away with the necessity of challengers at the polls; it prevents 
that undue excitement.at voting places which frequently ends in breaches 
of the peace, riots, affrays and homicides; it is alike fair to all, and 
makes our elections what they should be—an orderly and honest ex- 
pression of the people in the choice of their rulers. But I think it can 
be improved by providing for those qualified, to register before the 
County Clerks, and the Magistrates outside of county seats, thus super- 
seding the necessity of their going before the County Commissioners, 
and that at stated periods, and with much expense and inconvenience; 
also, by providing that the Commissioners shall sit as Boards of Triers, 
say, commencing on the first Monday in October, to hear and decide 
upon all challenges made specifically, and filed for their action. I sug- 
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gest, also, that the payment of a poll tax be no longer a condition pre- 
cedent to registration. Every one who is able ought, of course, to pay 
such tax, to aid the government in protecting our lives, liberties and 
property; but the Revenue Law is ample and ‘stringent upon that point 
—hence I think it unnecessary and. unwise to keep this provision in the 
Registry Act, and thus throw into the arena of politics an illegitimate 
and unwholesome influence. With this law, thus amended, I think all 
good citizens will be well pleased, and continue grateful to the framers 
of our organic law for requiring it. 


‘COUNTIES AND COUNTY BOUNDARIES. 


Many of the dividing lines between the different counties are ill 
defined, which causes difficulties and confusion in many instances, such 
as in the service of legal process, the assessment and collection of taxes, 
the establishment of election precincts, etc., etc. I suggest that such 
enactment be made as will secure well defined establishment of all 
county boundaries, and prevent these troubles in the future. 


STATE BOARD OF PARDONS. 


The Constitution, section fourteen of article five, provides that “the 
Governor, Justices of the Supreme Court and Attorney-General, or a 
major part of them, of whom the Governor shall be one, shall grant par- . 
dons,” ete., ete., “subject to such regulations as may be provided by law 
relative to the manner of applying for pardons.” I would respectfully 
call your attention to the fact that these “regulations” have not yet been 
made. You should also provide that a certified copy of a commutation 
of death penalty, to imprisonment, shall be a sufficient commitment, and 
that thereupon the proper officer shall immediately convey such person 
to the prison designated. ~° 


JUDICIAL—DISTRICTS. 


Each organized county, with one exception, is a Judicial District, and 
burdened with the support of a District’ Judge—Storey county with 
that of three. The aggregate salaries now being paid by the counties is 
fifty-four thousand two hundred dollars ($54,200 00). The amount of 
business to be transacted will not justify this enormous outlay. No 
change in Judicial Districts, or in number of Judges, or their salaries, 
can take effect until the first of January, 1867; but unless you make 
such changes as are necessary, during the present session, to take effect 
then, none can be made te be operative sooner than January 1, 1871. 
If you make the necessary alterations now, you will greatly relieve the 
counties and indirectly aid the State. 


PRACTICE AOTS. 


Our Civil and Criminal Practice Acts are, in many important respects, 
deficient. I cannot, however, under existing circumstances, recommend 
you to attempt the cure of these defects [during] this session; but sug- 
gest that you provide for the appointment of a Commission to prepare 
a Civil and Criminal Practice Act, to be revised by some Judge or 
Judges, approved by him or them, and submitted to the action of the 
next Legislature. ‘This, perhaps, is the best and most economical mode 
of obtaining these Acts in proper form. - 
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GRAND AND TRIAL JURORS. 


Different opinions seem to exist as to the qualifications of Grand and 
Trial Jurors. I think the matter should be made plain by your action, 
and that when all other qualifications now required are possessed, the 
fact that a party has not been registered as a legal voter during the 
current year should not operate as a disqualification. I refer you to the 
law, section 180, page’454, Statutes of Nevada Territory, 1861, upon the 
subject of “Challenges to individual Grand Jurors.” The fifth and sixth 
clauses read as follows: “ Wifth—That he is a witness on the part of 
the prosecution, and has been served with process or bound by an 
undertaking as such. Sixth—That he has formed or expressed a 
decided opinion that the defendant is guilty of the offense for which he 
is held to answer.” These, I think, you should abolish. In almost 
every instance a party must be indicted in the county in which the 
offense was committed. This being so, if the above provisions remain 


` intact, cases are not unlikely to occur, in which, though guilty of most 


flagrant crime, the party could never be indicted, and, hence, would go 
unpunished. The oath administered to grand jurors seems to contem- 
plate that witnesses or parties in possession of material facts relative to 
charges to be inquired into by grand: juries, may act thereon; for they 
are sworn to “diligently inquire into, and true presentment make, of 
all public offenses committed, or triable in their county, of which they 
have, or can obtain, legal information.” Again, public offenses have been 
committed in the State, which, had they been in some of the smaller 
counties, territorially speaking, would have caused so much feeling, and 


‘produced so decided an opinion, generally, of the guilt of the party as 
to have rendered it impossible to obtain a grand jury to examine into ’ 


the charges—the sixth cause of challenge, above quoted, remaining as 
ruling law in such cases. An indictment is but a charge against a party 
of the commission of a public offense, and,.after its finding, he has legal 
guarantees of a fair and impartial trial; and, if he cannot obtain it.in 
ohe, can get a change to another county. Not so in the investigation of 
the case by a grand jury. Finally, these provisions in many instances 
entail upon counties enormous expenses, and that without any corres- 
ponding good attainable—frequently the reverse. 
Pa 


£ CRIMES AND PUNISHMENTS. 


You should make the act of breaking out of any jail, or the State 
Prison, or attempting, or aiding so to do, a public offense, and fix the 
penalties thereof, and when they shall take effect. Also, pass an Act in 
relation to escapes and their punishment, especially providing that when 
parties who escape from any jai] or the State Prison, are captured and 
returned, they shall serve out at least the remainder of their sentence. 
Tilegal voting is an offense against the peace and dignity of the State, 
which should be severely punished. The only law providing therefor is 
in the seventeenth section of the “ Registry Act,” page 386 of the laws of 
1864-5. By reference to the title of that Act, page 380, of same book, 
and to the provisions of section seventeen, of article four of the Constitu- 
tion, you will readily see that there is danger of this provision, where it is, 
being null and void. And it does not cover all cases of illegal voting. 
I recommend, therefore, its embodiment, with more full and stringent 
details, in “An Act Concerning Crimes and Punishments,” or one sup- 


* plemental to the existing Act, on these subjects. 
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EMPLOYES OF SENATE AND ASSEMBLY. 


The number of employés öf the Senate and Assembly, as now fixed, 
is twenty-eight—more than half the number of Legislators. Is not this 
a greater number than necessity demands? I call your attention to the 
provisions of section twenty-eight, of article four, of the Constitution, 
on this subject, and suggest that if any reduction can be made, in num- 
ber or in compensation, it should be, during this session; if not, the evil 
must exist throughout another. 


DUTIES OF STATE OFFICERS. 


By examination of the statutes of 1864-5, you will see that the duties 
of but few of the State officers have been defined by law, save incident- 
ally. This you should carefully do, without delay, for the satisfaction 
and guidance of those officers, as well as to fulfill the requirements of the 
Constitution. 


AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE, 


Under this head, I refer you to the accompanying report of the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction. I hope the State will, at no far distant 
period, be able to look with pride upon this Institution, because of the 
great benefits it may confer. 


EDUCATION. 


For statistics and suggestions upon this subject, I refer you to the 
very full report of our worthy Superintendent of Public Instruction, ac- 
companying this message. I congratulate all, especially parents, that 
this cause is receiving the attention and support its great importance 
demands, and isin so favorable condition. The uprising generation 
must soon take our places in managing the affairs of Church and State ; 
and I am rejoiced to see that the preparation of-the young men, for 
these great purposes, is 80 wisely considered and promptly attended to; 
may it ever continue and increase, and our people be thus blessed at 
home, and recommended abroad. In a governmental sense, education 
prepares alike to rule and to be ruled aright. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Section one, of article thirteen, of the Constitution, requires the .Leg- 
islature to provide institutions for the benefit of the insane, blind, deaf 
and dumb. No provisions for these unfortunates have yet been made, 
as required by the fundamental law; and though I cannot recommend 
you to make any appropriation for the erection of public buildings, of 
any kind, at this time, yet I think you should create a fund for the re- 
lief of such insane persons as cannot defray the expenses of their own 
proper care, and place it at the disposal of some State officer, or officers, 
to be drawn upon when necessity demands. I respectfully call your at-- 
tention to section sixteen of an Act of the Legislature of California, 


upon this subject, Statutes 1863, page 464. 


AGRIOULTURAL LANDS. 


Experiments have demonstrated that we have a much larger amount 
of agricultural land than was originally supposed. With proper care 
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and tillage, thousands of acres formerly considered valueless for farm- 
ing, will be made to yield abundantly, remunerating handsomely the 
toils of the husbandman. Many of our river and lake valleys contain 
rich, valuable lands, which will produce bountiful crops of all kinds of 
grain, garden vegetables, vines, etc. In sonie localities fruits of vari- 
ous kinds, of fine quality, and in great abundance, may be produced. 
_If the proper protection and attention be given to our agricultural in- 
terest, it will soon supply the home demand, thus saving much that is 
now paid, annually, for importations necessarily made. 


7 STATE GEOLOGIST. 


An Act of last session provided for the appointment of a State Geolo- 
gist, defined his duties, and fixed the amount to be paid, as his compen- 
sation and the expense of his operations. The “ Board of Regents” 
(authorized so to do) deemed it inexpedient to make the appointment, 
as there was no money in the fund to be drawn upon to pay even the 
small appropriation—too small, indeed, to insure any good result. 
Much as we need a thorough geological survey of our mineral districts, 
-I think prudence dictates that it be not undertaken at. present. 


STATE LIBRARY 


It affords me much ‘pleasure to say that rapid progress has been made 
in the establishment of a State Library. Our-‘government has been or- 
ganized only fourteen months, and we now have 3,289 volumes—881 of 
them are law, and 2,408 miscellaneous works—all well selected. If care 
be observed in fature, this institution will continue commendatory, and 
be exceedingly convenient and useful. - 


MINES AND MINING. 


Some of our most prominent mines in Storey county have declined 
materially during the last few months. Several causes have brought 
about this result. In the first place, the prices set upon them 
were speculative. Again, the seemingly endless litigation and conse- 
quent costs thereof, the expensive manner in which some of them have 
been worked, much money having been expended to little advantage, 
and other causes, have had a tendency to impair confidence, and lead 
many to withdraw their capital. Ido not believe, however, that those 
mines have, or are likely soon, to fail in rich ores, but I think they will 
continue to yield largely in bullion,-affording handsome dividends, for 
many years, if economically managed. Silver mining to us, five years 
ago, was entirely new, and it is not to be wondered at that we should 
make serious mistakes, both in mining and in the construction of works 
for the reduction of ores, and the economical management of everything 
connected therewith; but, with our experience, the future, in this re- 
spect, should be comparatively safe. Mining is, and long will be, our 
paramount interest. It is a well established fact that exceedingly rich 
veins of minerals exist in almost every portion of the State; and valua- 


ble discoveries are constantly being made. In many new localities ` 


ores are found which will pay $40 and upward, per ton, but are not 
worked with much profit, owing to the lack of capital to erect ma- 
chinery for their vigorous development and reduction; but this obstacle 
is being rapidly overcome. Many men, of extensive means, during the 
last few months, have been giving attention to the new districts, and are 
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preparing for the opening of these mines, ‘and the erection of extensive , 
works, next summer. When the true value of our mines is more thor- 
oughly known abroad, which must be during the next year or two, I 
have no hesitation in saying that abundance of capital will seek invest- 
ment within our borders; and where now we contribute thousands to 
the metallic currency of the world, we will produce tens of thousands. 
And when the great Pacific Railroad is completed across our State many 
mines that are now considered of but little worth, will be worked with 
much profit: It is not only in the precious metals our State abounds, 
for copper, lead, iron, sulphur, alum, borax, salt and soda, are found in 
great abundance, but at present are considered comparatively valueless; 
but with the facilities for transportation, which we have good reason to 
hope for within a few years, many of these baser minerals will be a 
source of great wealth. 


INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


In February last the Indians commenced a series of depredations in 
Humboldt county—burning houses, stealing stock, robbing, murdering, 
&c. Some of the leading citizens believing there were but few Indians 
engaged, wrote me for arms and ammunition, which were immediately 
forwarded to Hon. E. F. Dunne, at Star City, for distribution. But they 
soon learned that the number amounted to several hundred, and wrote 
me accordingly. I at once informed Gen. McDowell of the condition of 
affairs, and he promptly ordered the commander of this military district 
to send troops to their aid, which was done. -The number sent—two 
companies—was soon found insufficient, and I again informed the Gen- 
eral of the situation, whereupon he ordered two companies from the 
district of California, and one additional company from Nevada, to pro- 
ceed as speedily as possible to the scene of action. About this time, 
two men—Stewart and Rabe—were murdered by the Indians at Walker 
Lake; and some stock was stolen on the Truckee river, and but for the 
wise management of Col. McDermit, and the judgment displayed by 
Capt. Wallace, at Walker Lake, there dotibtless would have been bloody 
work; but they procured some friendly Indians to accompany them, 
and at early dawn of the 14th of March, surrounded the camp conceal- 
ing the murderers. The Indians seeing their situation, gave them up, 
and they were conveyed to Fort Churchill. The day Capt. Wallace 
started to Walker Lake, Capt. Wells was ordered to the vicinity of 
Pyramid Lake, with a detachment of cavalry, where he encountered, 
about daylight of the 14th, some thirty odd Indians, ineluding all classes ; 
he killed all save two, perhaps, which made their escape. This caused 
a great excitement among the Piutes, and a general war seemed inevi- 
table. I wrote to Col. McDermit, and he sent invitations to their prin- 
cipal chiefs and captains, to meet at the Fort. On the 22d -day of 
March, accompanied by Gen. J. L. VanBokkelen, of the late Provost 
Guard, at Virginia, and a detachment of his men, I went tothe Fort, 
where we found about one hundred Indians. The next day we had “a 
talk,” when they became reconciled, and promised that no more depre- 
dations should be committed. Col. McDermit then called together thosé 

whio aided to capture the murderers, at Walker Lake, and after hearing 

the particulars of what they did, I thought it but just, as well as good 

policy, to reward them, which I did by giving them money, and after- 

ward flour, blankets, ete. To the credit of the Piutes be it said, since 

then they have given us no trouble, nor do I think they will, if properly 

eared for. Indian troubles were feared in Lander county, in March,

and early in April I sent the Lander Guard twenty stand of arms and 
ammunition. On the 5th day of May I received letters from Hon. W. 
W. Hobart, Gen. Welty, and other leading gentlemen of Austin, asking 
aid, and giving information about stock having been stolen, and other 
offenses committed by the Indians. I caused fifty more stand of arms, 
with ammunition, to bé sent to Gen. Welty. On the 24th of May, the 
Lander Guard asked of me to-be ordered out, to goto Humboldt; I 
declined for the same reason given to three other military companies, 
to wit: A sufficient number of Government troops in the State, to put 
down the ‘Indians, without embarrassing our treasury. On the 30th 
day of May I started from Fort Churchill, accompanied by Col. McDer- 
mit and a detachment of cavalry, for Lander, to ascertain the condition 
of Indian affairs there Arrived on the 2d of June, and on the 3d saw 
about one hundred and fifty of them, and had “a talk;” but wishing to 
see more, I appointed the 6th to meet them again, when there were two 
hundred and sixty-six present. I told them we desired peace,.but if 
they continued to steal, and commit other depredations, it would be 
necessary to make war upon them. I have heard no complaints against 
them since then. Lack of time forbids detailing the incidents of my 
visits among the various tribes; suffice it to say, some of their argu- 
ments were unanswerable; they said, through their interpreter, “ the 
white men cut down our pine trees, their cattle eat our grass, we have 
no pine nuts, no grass seeds, and are very hungry.” I found them, in 
several instances, with nothing to subsist upon but rabbits, mice, grass- 
hoppers, ants and other insects. It isto be hoped the General Govern- 
ment will do something to relieve their wants, very soon ; if not, before 
the winter closes, they will be compelled to steal or starve, in large 
numbers. They should not be left in this condition. Much praise is 
due to our brave soldiers, for their success in ending hostilities. I take - 
this occasion, also, to return to General Irwin McDowell, the thanks of 
our people, for his promptness in their aid. Nor can E conclude without 
making mention of the fidelity and faithful services of Colonel Charles 
MeDermit, late commander of this Military District, who fell in defense 
of our borders, on the 7th of last August, in Paradise Valley, by a shot 
from an Indian. He was a most worthy gentleman, a_well-skilled, 
faithful officer, and a brave, unflinching, patriotic soldier. His untimely 


end will be an irreparable loss to his family, and deeply felt by the com- 


munity at large, who will ever bear him in grateful remembrance. 


PARDONS AND COMMUTATION. 


The Constitution, section thirteen, of article five, says: “The Gover- 
nor shall communicate to the Legislature, at the beginning of every 
session, every case of fine or forfeiture remitted, or reprieve, pardon or 
commutation granted, stating the name of the convict, the crime of 
which he was convicted, the sentence, its date, and the date of the re- 
mission, commutation, pardon or reprieve.” 

In obedience to the above requirement, 1 respectfully report as fol- 
lows: 

L. L. Marble, was convicted of grand larceny, and sentenced by the 
First Judicial District Court, in and for Storey county, Nevada Terri- 
tory, on the 14th day of March, 1864, to imprisonment in the Territorial 
Prison, for one year from that date. On the 8th day of March, 1865, 
the “State Board of Pardons” pardoned and restored him to citizen- 
ship, for the reasons following: Fair character before conviction ; good 
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behavior while in prison, and a sufficient vindication of the law, without 
serving out the remaining six' days of his sentence. 

H. Waltermeir was convicted of grand larceny, and sentenced by the 
Third Judicial District Court, Lander county, Nevada Territory, on the 
25th day of March, 1864, to the Territorial Prison, for ten years from and 
after that date. Onthe 10th day of March, 1865, he was pardoned and re- 
stored to citizenship, by the Board, for the reasons following: A reason- 
able probability that he did not have a fair and impartial trial; severe- 
ness of sentence; good conduct in prison, and he had been punished 
sufficiently, if guilty. : 

Frank Ratty (colored), was convicted of the “ unlawful exhibition of 
a deadly weapon in the presence of two or more persons, not in neces- 
sary self defense,” and was sentenced March 25th, 1865, by the Second 
Judicial District Court, Ormsby county, Nevada, to the State Prison, for 
two months, from and after that date. On the 24th day of May, 1865, 
he was pardoned by the Board, on the ground of good behavior while 
in prison. 

H. Gutches, was convicted of petit larceny, and on the 3lst day of 
March, 1865, was sentenced by a Justice’s Court, in and for Lyon county, 
to the county jail of said county, for six months, from and after that 
date. On the 20th day of July, 1865, the Board pardoned him be- 
cause sh had behaved well while in prison, and had been punished long 
enough. 

Dyas Shelton, was convicted of the crime of grand larceny, and on 
the 25th day of March, 1864, was sentenced by the Third Judicial Dis- 
trict Court, Lander county, Nevada Territory, to the Territorial Prison, 
for ten years, from and after that date. On the 6th day of November, 
1865, the Board pardoned and restored him to citizenship, for the reas- 
ons following: Being satisfied that injustice was done him on his trial; 
good behavior in prison; bad health, and sufficiency of punishment in- 
flicted, if guilty. AEN 

Louis Siefeldt, was convicted of assault with intent to commit murder, 
and on the 9th day of April, 1864, was sentenced by the First Judicial 
District Court, Storey county, Nevada Territory, tothe Territorial 
Prison, for three years, from and after that date.> On the 29th day of 
November, 1865, the Board pardoned and restored him to citizenship, 
for the reasons following: Good conduct in prison, and sufficient pun- 
ishment, if guilty. 

Charles B. Harwood, was convicted of forgery, and on the 16th day 
of July, 1864, was sentenced by the Third Judicial District. Court, Lan- 
der county, Nevada Territory, to the Territorial Prison, for eighteen 
months, from and after that date. On the 29th day of November, 1865, 
the Board pardoned and restored him to citizenship, for the reasons fol- 
lowing: Strong doubts as to his guilt; good behavior, and sufficient 
punishment, if guilty 

Yesidre Gomez, was cdénvicted of being accessory to an attempt to 
commit rape, and on the 15th day of January, 1865, was sentenced by 
the first Judicial District Court, Storey county, Nevada, to the State 
Prison, for two years, from and’ after that date. On the 29th day of 
November, 1865, he was pardoned by the Board, for the reasons follow- 
ing: His health being too bad to render it safe for him to remain in th 
prison, arid good behavior while therein. 

Edward Hall (colored), was convicted of grand larceny, and on the 
5th day of January, 1865, was sentenced by the First Judicial District 
Court, Storey county, Nevada, to the State Prison, for one year, from 
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and after that date. On the 29th day of November, 1865, he was par- 
doned by the Board, for the reasons following: Good conduct in the 
prison, and sufficient punishment. 

Wm. Janes, was convicted of murder in the first degree, and was, on ~ 
the — day of April, 1864, sentenced by the First Judicial District Court, 
Storey county, Nevada Territory, to be hung. Before the day of his 
appointed execution arrived, Governor Nye (of said Territory) commu- 
ted hissentence to imprisonment in the Territorial Prison, to which he 
was conveyed, and there remained until, in May last, when he applied 
to the Supreme Court of this State for final release, on writ of habeas 
corpus. That Court decided on the hearing, that the commutation, by 
Governor Nye, was illegal, and remanded him to the First Judicial District 
Court, Storey County, for turther proceedings, and on the second day of 
June, 1865, the Board of Pardons commuted his sentence to imprison- 
ment for life, in the State Prison, on the ground that they did not think 
he ought to be hung. He was soon after finally discharged by the 
District Court of Storey county, on writ of habeas corpus. 


RAILROADS. 


The Pacific Railroad has been a most fruitful theme of discussion for 
many years; but it is a cause of unspeakable satisfaction that action— 
efficient action—has ensued, and that the work of construction is rapidly 
progressing. It is a matter of much pleasure to know the General Gov- 
ernment has deliberately decided that this great national highway must 
and shall be pushed to early completion. I regret that any delay. should 
occur in the construction of the “ Placerville Railroad,’ and earnestly 
hope for such action and material aid in its behalf, on the part of Con- 
gress, as will soon place its speedy completion beyond doubt. No State, 
so much as this, needs the benefits arising from railroads, and noue 
affords such opportunities for profitable investment of capital in their 
construction. X 

Every one should desire the speedy completion of the Central Pacific 
Railroad across this State, for that would lead to the development and 


profitable working of the mines in the northern districts; but that road 


only would not be sufficient for all parts of the State; would not even 

ut an end to the hauling of freight over the mountains on wagons. 
We need two roads across the Sierras; and when the Placerville road 
shall have reached the southern portion of the State, it will be to the 
mines there what the Central Pacific will to the northern mines. 

It would be vain to attempt computation of the wealth to flow from 
our mineral districts when these roads shall have been completed ; much: 
more fruitless the effort to fully comprehend their great benefits to the 
nation at large. 


CONCLUSION. 


In concluding, permit me to congratulate you and the people upon 
the more favorable condition of our common country. The year just 
past gave to our nation an era which will be memorable to the latest pe- 
riod of time. When it began, we were yet struggling amid the ever- 
shifting fortunes of war—the most sanguinary ever waged—for the 
preservation of our Government, good, beneficent and world-admired, 
from overthrow by the rebellion least justifiable of any ever undertaken. 
Long before it closed, that rebellion was crushed, that Government was 
vindicated, saved and perpetuated. War has given place to peace. The 
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horrors and devastations of military strife have been succeeded by a 
happy return to the tranquility of genial pursuits. But these are not 
the greater blessings wafted to us on the wings of the war storm. Our 
form of government passed through the severest ordeal, and came out 
unscathed. The dross of “State Rights” has been purged away, and 
the pure, unalloyed metal of.a strong Central Government—not pos- 
sessed of constitutional power or moral will to impair the organic rights 
of any State; on the contrary, bound by solemn compact to preserve to 
each a Republican form of government—is our proudest boon, our most 
sacred heritage. For these profound results we are first indebted to the 
wisdom of the Fathers, who gave to it, Republican as it is, its inherent 
plans and powers of self-preservation ; but lastly, to our brave, heroic 
soldiers and seamen, our Christian and Sanitary Commissions, our wise- 
headed and ever-faithful statesmen, who in April last gave to us the 
effulgence of full victorious day. Cherished be the memory of each 
fallen hero and martyr; honored to life’s latest breath, each patriot who 
survives our country’s perils! Thanks be unto our Heavenly Father for 
His protection and guidance, and that all our material interests are again 
80 prosperous! One event, however, amid all’ these sources of joy, cast 
the nation into deepest grief. The assassination of our late beloved 
President, Abrabam Lincoln, was a moral shock, felt from centre to cir- 
cumference. But, though we continue to mourn the ill-fate and untimely 
end of him we now place upon the Roll of Martyrs, we should rejoice 
that he saw, from Pisgah, asit were, the promised land ef Universal Free- 
dom! and, dying, conquered all its opponents. We will cherish the 
memory of his useful, exemplary life, and testify to the untarnished 
character of his official record—all of which bear witness that he was 
“ready to be offered up.” Again, it is matter of nexpressible gratu- 
lation, that he was succeeded by one so able and well calculated to ad- 
minister our Government. Let us all aid him, and his co-workers, in 
the great labors upon their hands, until the Union is fully reconstructed 
and cemented—indissoluble to the end_ of time—“ the land of the free, 
and the home of the brave !”—the world’s asylum for all its oppressed ! 
Let us uncompromisingly discharge our political duties—especially those 
of official character—in such manner that each may say, “I have done 
by my constituents as I would have had them do by me.” Then, with 
clear conscience, unsullied reputation, and self-approval, may each return, 
and, laying down, unabused, the “ brief authority” given by them, hear 
the response—“ Well done, thou good and faithful servant.”

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COMMUNICATION FROM THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 


STATE OF NEVADA, Carson CITY, 
January 3, 1866. 
To the Senate of Nevada: 


Gentlemen—I have the honor to lay before you Senate Bill No. 320, 
entitled “An Act to transfer from the General Fund to the Contingent

To the Honorable the Senate of the State of Nevada: 


In answer to a resolution, adopted by your honorable body January 
10th, 1866, asking whether the law relating to State Passenger Tax had 
been complied with, 1 would most respectfully say that there has been 
only two hundred and seventy-two dollars and eight cents ($272 08) 
paid into the State Treasury from that source of revenue, since the pass- 
age of the Act. That amount was received from the Treasurer of Lan- 
der county, and paid by the O. L. M. Co. at their office at Austin, Lander 
county. The Pioneer and California Stage Companies have refused to 
comply with the provisions of said law in any respect. 

Suit was instituted by the Tax Collector of Ormsby county, on the 
first day of May, 1865, against the Pioneer Stage Company, Crandell, 
Agent, was decided against the defendant. The case went to the 
Supreme Court; that Court decided the law constitutional, and the 
action of the Justice in committing the defendant, proper. Defendant 
gave bonds, and the case was carried to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

Nothing has been heard, either affirming or reversing the action of 
the Supreme Court of the State.

subduing of hostile Indians in this State. Any desire to depreciate the 
talents or good intentions of that officer are expressly disclaimed by 
your committee, who, nevertheless, are‘impressed with a sense of the 
necessity for making-the statement contained in lines twenty-one, twen- 
ty-two, twenty-three and twenty-four of the memorial as printed. 

Your committee, in obedience to the desire of a minority of the Sen- 
ate, have amended the memorial in line twenty-four, as above. The 
word which proved to be very obnoxious to some of the members of the 
Senate has been used as an alternative final, and following the advice that 
the “ Indians be completely subjugated.” It is presumed, from the tenor 
of argument already had in the Senate on the subject, that if, in the opinion 
of the field or line officers sent hither in response to this memorial, “com-

Sir:—You ask my opinion as to your duty in the matter of issuing 
warrants for claims against the State, based upon resolution of either 
branch of the Legislature, for services rendered by members or attachés 
of such branch, where the salary or compensation is not fixed by law, 
and where such claim has not been considered or acted upon by the 
State Board of Examiners. l 

I am clearly of opinion that the Legislature cannot constitutionally 
pass upon any such claim without its having been considered and acted 


‘upon by the Board of Examiners. (See Section 21, of Article V, of the 


State Constitution.) 

If the Legislature is prohibited from such action a fortiori, does the 
prohibition apply to any one branch thereof, or committee, or officer, of 
such branch? I therefore advise you that, in my opinion, you cannot 
lawfully draw your warrant, as State Controller, for payment of any 
claim (except salaries or compensation of officers fixed by law) depend- 
ing upon and authorized only by action of the Legislature, or one 
branch thereof, or any officer or committee thereof, unless such claim 
shall, prior to such Legislative action, have been considered and acted 
upon by said Board of Examiners. 5

I am in receipt of yours of yesterday, asking my opinion in answer to 
the following question, to wit: 


«Has either branch of the Legislature the power to draw, by resolu- 
tion, out of the Contingent Fund of their respective bodies, appropri- 
ated by an Act creating a Contingent Fund for the Senate and*Assem-— 
bly, passed at the present session of the Legislature, and approved, 
money for their legitimate contingent expenses, such as the purchase of 
furniture, etc., or the repair of the furniture of their respective cham- 
bers, ete. ?” s 


I am of the opinion that, under the law to which you refer, approved 
January 11, 1866, the Senate or Assembly may, by resolution, draw from 
the Treasury, through the usual official routine, the amount of its Con- 
tingent Fund, or any portion thereof. 

I am further of opinion that the Senate or Assembly may, by resolu- 
tion, apply the money so drawn, to such purpose as it may direct, not 
prohibited by the Constitution, and that no other department of the 
government, can control its action in such matter. 

I desire further to say, however, lest I be misunderstood, and that 
this is, in my opinion, a very different question from that presented to 
me by the Controller of State, relative to his right to draw his warrants 
upon the Treasurer in satisfaction of “skeleton scrip,’ commonly so 
called, issued by the presiding officer of either branch, and counter- 
signed by the Sergeant-at-Arms. This scrip, in its usual form, repre- 
sents, in cach case, a claim against the State, and directs its payment 
from the Contingent Fund. In such case, where the claim is not for 
“salaries or compensation of officers, fixed by law,’ I have, in answer 
to the inquiry of the Controller, given my opinion that he cannot draw 
his warrant in satisfaction of such claim, until it be considered and acted 
upon’ by the Board of Examiners. I based this opinion upon Section 21, , 
of Article V, of the Constitution, and have, as yet, seen no reason to 
change if. .

To S. A. Kellogg, Com. of the Legislature of the State of Nevada: 


In reply to your inquiries concorning the Virginia and Truckee Rail- 
road, we would make to you, and the honorable body whom you repre- 
sent, the, following statement : 

Only a portion of the franchisees have taken any interest in the enter- 
prise. A limited number of us have procured a preliminary and loca- 
ting survey of the route to be made by competent engineers. The 
route is entirely practicable, is about forty-one miles in length, and the 
road for that length will, according to the estimate .of the engineers, 
cost about four million ($4,000,000) dollars. We have expended upon 
the surveys about twelve thousand ($12,000) dollars, but have not as yet 
commenced the grading. We have endeavored to secure the necessary 
capital to proceed with the work, but so far without success. In Sep- 
tember last we had nearly succeeded in inducing the prominent mining 
incorporations in Storey county to lend their assistance, and the ar- 
' rangements would -probably have been completed but for the sudden and 
unprecedented decline in the value of the property owned by these cor- 
porations. Rather than retard this necessary work, we are willing to 
assign our francbise and surveys at cost to any responsible parties, who 
will undertake to procure the construction of-the road. Should such 
parties apply to the Legislature for a franchise, we would urge the pro- 
priety of granting them one, even more liberal than ours. In the 
absence of any such application by responsible parties, we would recom- 
mend an extension of the time within which the grading is, by the terms 
of our franchise, required to be done. , Should such extension be given, 
we will continue our endeavors to secure the necessary amount of capi-

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MAJORITY REPORT FROM -THE SAME COMMITTEE. 


Mr. President: 


The undersigned, a majority of your Committee on Incorporations, in 
addition to the report already made by the chairman of said committee, 
beg leave to submit the following additional section, and recommend its 
passage : 

“Section Eight. Nothing in this Act shall be so construed as to impair, 
nor in apy manner affect, the rights and privileges heretofore conferred 
by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of Nevada Territory, or the 
Congress of the United States, upon any person or persons, company or 
corporations, his, their or its heirs or assigns.” 


The reasons constraining the undersigned to recommend the adoption 
of the foregoing section are briefly as follows: 

On the sixteenth of June, 1860, Congress passed an Act to facilitate 
communication between the Atlantic and Pacific States by electric tele- 
graph, and under this Act the first telegraph was constructed across the 
continent, at a very heavy expense, and at a time when the same was 
a mere experiment. The company owning this franchise and this line 
of telegraph, having been the pioneers in the construction of å line 
through the territory now embraced within this State, are entitled, in 
good faith, to be protected so far as they acquired any rights under the 
Act of Congress. l 

Again, on the ninth of February, 1864, the Governor and Legisla- 
tive Assembly of Nevada Territory passed an Act conferring upon John 
B. Watson, his heirs and assigns, the exclusive privilege of constructin 
telegraphs between certain points named in the Act, and under this Act 
the line to Humboldt county was constructed, and has since been main- 
tained, as also the line from different points in this State to San Fran- 
cisco, in the State of California, on the northern stage route. This 
franchise, by the terms of the Act, was to be exclusive for the term of 
five years from the completion of the line provided for. 

The undersigned do not now undertake to say whether that was wise 
or unwise legislation. That question was decided by the law-making 
power in existence at the time of the passage of the Act referred to, 
and the honor of the people of the Territory, as well as that of the 
Legislature, was pledged to maintain the contract then entered into be- 
tween the Territory and the grantee named in the Act. 

By section one of the seventeenth article of the Constitution of the 
State, it is provided—“that all rights, actions, prosecutions, judgments, 
claims and contracts, as well of individuals or bodies corporate, including 
counties, towns and cities, shall continue as if no change had taken. 
place.” 


Thus, again, the honor of the. State was pledged by the convention. 


that framed the Constitution to maintain, inviolate, the contracts of the 
Territory. ; : 

Not only is the honor of the State pledged, but the rigbts of all parties 
included -in the clause of the Constitution quoted, and placed beyond 
the power of the Legislature to impair or affect by hostile legislation. 

The inviolability of legislative contracts has been so universally main- 
tained by the courts, that the undersigned deem it unnecessary in this 
report to refer to them specially. 

Upon the facts involved, and before referred to, two questions have 
presented themselves to the majority of your committee: First—Can 
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the Legislature pass any law at this time impairing the obligation of the 
contract between the Territory and Watson? and, Second—If it be 
within the power of the Legislature to do so, would it be politic ? 

In answer to the first question, it is only necessary to call attention to 
the tenth section of the first article of the Constitution of the United 
States, which prohibits the States from passing any law impairing the 
obligation of contracts. In this report the undersigned have assumed 
that Watson and his assigns have fully-complied with the terms of their 
contract, but in the section which they recommend as an amendment to 
the bill now under consideration, they leave the building of the line pro- 
vided for, open to proof in the courts where the respective parties will 
be enabled to show the facts. If Watson and his assigns have fully 
complied, the Legislature can take no rights from them which were 
granted by the Territorial Legislature. If they have not complied with 
the terms of the Act, they can claim nothing under the section proposed 
as an amendment. a x 

If it is beyond the power.of the Legislature to interfere with this 
grant, is it politic to make the attempt? Will it improve our credit 
abroad, or add confidence in our integrity at home? A people without 
integrity cannot long be prosperous, and the first step toward making 


- a people dishonest is to shake their confidence in the integrity of their 


rulers. : 
But, if we admit that the Legislature has the power to repeal, direct- 


_ly or by implication, the Act referred to, or to destroy the rights ac- 


quired under it, by granting to others similar privileges, the undersigned 
believe it would be impolitie to do so. That the honor of the Territory 
and State is pledged: that no other line- between the points named shall 
be constructed for five years, is equally clear, whether the act is legally 
binding on the State or not; or if not legally binding, and the present 
bill passes without amendment, saving the rights of the parties, there 
will be no inducement in this State for parties to engage in pioneer un- 


c- dertakings. The practice of the Government in granting patents to in- 


ventors, is intended to foster and encourage invention. The policy of the 
different States in granting franchises of every description, is to procure 
the construction of. certain things to be done and work to be accom- 


. plished, which it is impolitic for the State to engage in, and the prosperity 


of the people requires should be done. Thisis generally necessary in a 
new country to induce capitalists to engage in new and hazardous en- 
terprises, and we think the policy a wise one.

Your’ Committee on State Affairs, to whom was referred a bill to ap- 
propriate money for the benefit of the Orphan Asylum, conducted by 
the Sisters of Charity, at Virginia City, beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing report : l 

On the fourteenth of this month a majority of your Committee (Sen- 
ators Kellogg and Proctor) paid a visit to the Asylum, and made an ex- 
amination concerning its accommodations; the number of orphans taken 
care of at the present time, and the general rules under which the con- 
ductors of the institution manage its affairs. 


LOCATION OF THE ASYLUM. 


The Asylum is situated in the eastern (lower) portion of Virginia, 
near the line of Smith street, and is as convenient of access from the 
business center of the city as is consistent with the character of the in- 
stitution, and the absolute requirement for an extensive play ground 
space. i 
Phere are two buildings constituting the Asylum, constructed within 
ayard measuring one hundred and sixty by one hundred and seventy- 
five feet; this yard being enclosed by a neat board fence, ten feet in 
hight. 

DIMENSIONS OF THE BUILDINGS. 


The building which was first constructed is of brick. It is twenty- 
five by fifty feet, in ground measurement; is three stories high, includ- 
ene basement, which is entirely above ground in the rear. 

he new building is frame, and hard finished. It is thirty by seventy 
feet, in ground measurement; three stories high. 


COST OF BUILDINGS. 


On examining the contracts, the vouchers for payments made, and the 
evidences of sums now due for all the work and material required in the 
construction of these buildings, your committee found that the cost of 
the same was as follows:

On a careful examination of the contracts, and the general purchases 
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for the farnishing of these edifices, we came to the conclusion that this 
Asylum had been constructed on very economical terms. We feel satis- 
fied that an equal amount of labor performed, and-material used, bas 
rarely, if ever, been procured in Storey county at such moderate prices 
as were noted in this case. - 


3E CHARACTER OF THE BUILDINGS AND APPOINTMENTS. 


These buildings—which are in fact one building, they being joined, 

and passage doors opened on each story from one to the other—are con- 
~-structed in a thoroughly workman-like manner. | A 

The lower stories are provided with every modern facility for cooking 
and washing, and other necessary domestic service. There is a large 
brick oven; there are washing settles, and a range of the latest pattern 
and largest dimensions. 

In these stories are also the dining halls and store rooms. 

The school rooms, in the middle story, are admirably arranged ; ca- 

' pacious as the areas already given would indicate, and all contrived for 
securing pure air at all times, and maintaining a proper temperature. 

The dormitories are equally well adapted for their purpose. A con- 
stant, salubrious ventilation is an important item observed by your com- 
mittee in the sleeping apartments of the institution, as well as in the 
school rooms, 

The following are the dimensions of some of the principal rooms : 
First class room, 40 by 30 feet, and 14 feet hight of ceiling; second class 
room, 25 by 50 feet, and 14 feet hight of ceiling; first dormitory, 25 by 
50 feet, and 13 feet hight of ceiling; second dormitory, 31 by 30 feet, 
and 13 feet hight of ceiling; nursery for small children, 26 by 17 feet, 
and 13 feet hight of ceiling. 

The furniture of the Asylum—(the school desks, maps and charts, the 
beds and bedding, the cooking utensils, and all the proper appurtenances 
and belongings of such an institution)—are excellent in style, and suffi- 

cient for all present needs; and it is of such pattern that an increase in 
the number of inmates can be readily provided for by the purchase or 
construction of articles precisely similar to those now in use. The 
Asylum will accommodate one hundred children. 


.ADMITTANCES IN THE ASYLUM. 


“ his institution was opened on the sixteenth day of October, 1864. 
Orphan children and half orphans were received from the above date, 
as they were offered—-Sarah Williams being the first orphan presented 
on.the day mentioned; the last admission being Eliza and Jane Delaney, 
who -entered on the 24th of December, 1865.

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GENERAL RULES FOR THE RECEPTION AND CARE OF ORPHANS. 


Fullorphans are admitted without any charge, on the written state- 
ment, from a respectable source, that the children presented are full 
orphans. . 

Half orphans are admitted at à charge of from $10 to $12 per month; 
proof being required from a responsible source that they are without 
father or mother capable of maintaining them. 

The testimony of any well known and respectable person is sufficient 
to secure the admission of children of either class. 

Half orphans are fed, clothed and educated on the terms specified, so 
long as parent or guardian choose to leave them in the institution. 

The rules for the admission of children into this Asylum are the same 
as those which are laid down and observed in similar institutions—under 
whatever denominational or State control—in the Eastern States. 


i GENERAL REMARKS. 

Your Committee found everything connected with the institution to 
be in good order, and the evidences of a perfectly organized household 
—such as this, should be—were abundant and very pleasing. 

The little ones whom we saw were all in apparent good health, well 
contented, cheerful, happy. And yet it was a mournful and todching 
spectacle—these motherless children, now folded in the arms of Chris- 
tian charity, and unconscious alike of the loss they had recently sus- 
tained and the merciful Providence that gathered them to a House of 
Refuge. 

The “help” employed in the institution is ample; and the orphans 
do not lack for attendance in any respect. 

‘Your committee might have copied the day-book of accounts, kept by 
one of the Sisters, but they deemed it unnecessary to spread the items 
of expenditure upon their report. 

Your committee desire to draw special attention to the fact that, as 
this is the only really charitable institution in Nevada, so may it be 
properly termed a “State Institution.” Children are received from any 
oof of orphanage as 


has already been stated. 
The County Commissioners for any county in the State may send or- 
phans to this institution, assured that they will be received with as 
hearty welcome, and cared for with as liberal hand, as though the pa- 
rents had once lived in the county in which the Asylum is situated. 
Among the orphans now in this Asylum, we notice the children of a 


‘soldier in the Nevada Volunteers, who died in the service of his country. 


Your committee take the liberty of calling attention to the fact that, 
at the present rate of applications and receptions, there will be neces- 
sity for providing maintenance and education, within the next three 
years, for not less than one hundred orphans in Nevada, inclusive of 
those already in this institution. 

It is manifestly impossible for the State, under existing financial cir- 
cumstances, to provide such a home, in point of care, comfort and moral 


_ breeding, as is here built up and organized. 


The attention of your Committce has been drawn to section nine of 
article eight of the Constitution of this State, and also to section nine of 


article eleven. The former reads: 


“Sec. 9. The State shall not donate or loan money on its credit, or 
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subscribe to, or be interested in, the stock of any company, association 


or corporation, except corporations formed for educational or charitable 
purposes.” 


Upon this section an objection has’ been raised, that unless the con- 
ductors of this Asylum have “incorporated” under the laws of this 
State, the appropriation named in the bill considered cannot be made. 
If this section stood alone, unqualified or unexplained by subsequent 

rovisions of the Constitution, we should be of the opinion that it could 
not be held to be repugnant to the bill before us; as the word “ corpor- 


ations ” should be interpreted in the general sense which the preceding: 


alternates, “ company, association or corporation,’ would ‘indicate. - 

But section one of article thirteen clearly and indubitably confers 
upon the Legislature the authority to grant the relief here sought. It 
reads as follows: ` 


“Sze. 1. Institutions for the benefit of the insane, blind, and deaf 
and dumb, and such other benevolent institutions as the public good may 
require, shall be fostered and supported by the State, subject to such 
regulations as may be prescribed by law.” 

n the sight and under the command of this section, we cannot con- 
ceive that there is any validity in the objection based on section nine of 
article eight. On the contrary, we observe here an almost peremptory 
law above us, dictating that we should vote ,the appropriation contem- 
plated. 


The language of the section last quoted (“fostered and supported’) | 


taken in connection with the words of the following section, plainly 
shows that our Constitution makers had in mind precisely such a case 
as has come to this body, for the benefit of the Orphan Asylum. 

The second section of article thirteen commences: “ A State Prison 
shall be established and maintained,” ete. But “institutions,” “ such 
benevolent institutions as the public good may require, shall be fostered 


and maintained ;” distinctly implying that the institutions referred to - 


are those which, at that time, had been, or might thereafter be, “ estab- 
lished” by private endowment, public subscriptions, or otherwise, than 
by special and inaugurating aid on the part of the State. 

And the above will ser¥e in conclusive reply to the quotation, by an 
objector, of section nine of article eleven, which reads : l 

“Sec. 9. No sectarian instruction shall be imparted or tolerated in 
_-any school or university that may be established under this Constitu- 
tion.” - 


For numerous reasons, too obvious to require mention, this section is 
wholly inapplicable as against the appropriation asked in this case. 

We find among the “ Miscellaneous Provisions” of the Constitution 
(section four), another indication that the framers of our Organic Act— 
rigidly disposed to economy and the close care of the public moneys as 
they were—continually bore in mind the probable necessity for making 
donations from the State Treasury for eleemosynary purposes. 


` RECOMMENDATION. 


The bill before us calls for an appropriation of ten thousand dollars. 
We believe it is right and altogether proper, that the appropriation 
should be made. We testify to what we have seen, and have definitely 
ascertained, in recommendation of this measure. 
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Some méans must certainly be provided for the support of the 
orphans of this State, that they be not cast forth upon a pitiless 
world, utterly without protection. We have alluded to the fact that our 
State cannot now, under the debt restriction of the Constitution, at- 
tempt to endow an Orphan Asylum, regulated and conducted by State 
officers. But the Legislature.of Nevada can afford to make-this appro- 
priation, with the cléar and certain understanding that, in so doing they 
place upon a permanent basis an Asylum already organized, and ready 
and competent, with this help, to care for those of tender age, who are 
or may be left among us without their natural protectors. In our sec- 
tion of country, where sudden deaths of laboring men, who have fami- 
lies, are frequent, where very few private individuals are able or willing 
to adopt little children, the necessity for an Orphan Asylum is apparent 
and imperative. 
The institution of which we have been speaking was inaugurated at a 
time when the business of this State was in a comparatively flourishing 
condition. Had the general prosperity of the people been maintained 
at the standard marked at the time referred to, there would have been 
no need for this call upon the bounty of the State. Voluntary contribu- 
tions would have been, undoubtedly, quite adequate for the wants of this 
institution. Such is not now the case. The conductors of this Asylum 
are now in debt for their buildings to the amount of eight thousand 
three hundred and thirty-six dollars. They sorely need, and they ask 
for, the aid proposed in the bill before us. With it they will be able to 
free themselves entirely from debt, and make some required improve- 
ments, which will render the buildings and grounds thoroughly adapted 
for the purposes contemplated. If we do'not extend this aid, there is 
reason to apprehend that the buildings must be sold, and the children 
which are now gathered within their walls must be taken to California, 
and begged a place in the already crowded Asylums of our neighbor 
commonwealth. Should we permit this to be done, when it can be pre- 
. vented by the appropriation sought? And where, in such an event as 
is deprecated, will the orphans of the poor, bereaved among us, within 
the next few years, find food and shelter? 

The reflections of your committee upon this subject have strength- 
ened them more and more in the conviction that, among the bounden 
obligations resting upon this Legislature, there are none of greater 
weight than that which commands this gift for Christ’s charity’s sake at 
our hands. ` 

We do not assume to have employed in this report all the arguments 

‘available in favor of this proposition. We have not referred to the pre- 

cedent established by other States, especially by California, for various 
‘reasons. Many have occurrea to our minds which we do not choose 
“here to state, as we do not desire to extend this communication from our 
‘committee to a greater length. We have not failed to ‘consider and rè- 
‘view, in our consultations, the few objections "we have heard raised 
against this bil]. It appears to`us that they are answered in the state- 
ments of fact hereinbefore made. 

We trust that an early and favorable judgment will be passed by the 
Senate upon the bill, into the merits of which we have inquired, and 
herein recommend.

sisting of Esmeralda and Lander county delegations.

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To the President of the Senate : 


Your Committee on Federal Relations, to whom was referred the 
Senate Preamble and Concurrent Resolutions requesting the President 
of the United States to invite, at the earliest opportunity, a resident of 
the Pacific coast to a seat in the Cabinet, beg leave to report : After due 
consultation, and with ‘profound respect for the opinions of the Cali- 
fornia legislators, we have come to the unanimous conclusion that the 
request specified above is one that ought not to be made. 

The Pacific States and Territories, properly so called, already have 
sixteen elected Representatives in the two Houses of Congress, more 
` than by right we are entitled to, and these members of the National 
Legislature are, or ought to be, abundantly competent to fully represent 
the peculiar mining interest of this section of the Union at the Capital 
of the Union. Your committee do not understand that it is the express 
function, or proper prerogative, of a Cabinet officer to represent local 
characteristics or needs, and thereby enlighten and assist the Executive 
and Congress. We believe it is unwise to establish or foster the practice 
of compelling the selection of Cabinet officers from widely distant sec- 
tions of our country. Your committee are of the opinion that experi- 
ence has shown that a deference to such a custom, heretofore encouraged, 
has operated to the serious injury of the interests of the entire country, 
in that inferior statesmen, compared with those who would. have been 
otherwise selected, have been forced upon the choice of the Chief Magis- 
trate of the nation. 

Your committee are furthermore of the decided opinion that the se- 
lection of a Cabinet officer from any one of the Pacific States, at this 
time, would prove positively detrimental to our interests, rather than 
promotive of the same. The probabilities are that the person selected 
would be annoyed with importunities for positions in Government offices, 
to such a degree as to almost preclude him from paying proper attention 
to his counseling, or designated administrative duties; and for his inter- 
ference or non-intcrvention in the matter of distributing Federal patron- 
age on this coast, he would be subject to continned attack and equally 
distressing applause from Pacific Coast Representatives on the floor of 
either House of Congress, and hence our delegations in Congress would 
become divided and embittered toward each other. Your committee 
have been inclined to introduce and recommend the passage of a reso- 
lution expressly stating that we do not desire that a Cabinet officer be 
invited from this coast to a seat in the Executive Council, and but for 
the disrespect such action might be construed to imply to the members 
of the California Senate and Assembly, a resolution of that character 
would have been submitted by us to the Senate. 

Upon reference to the “ Blue Book,” we find that California has now, 
and, since her organization as a State, always has had, her full quota of 
Ministers, Consuls, and other foreign agents of the Government, and 
we are convinced that it is far more important for Nevada, that she se- 
cure for herself able representation in Huropean Ambassadorjal Lega- 
tions, than that she obtain (even if it were possible or certain of obtain- 
ment in this manner,) a Cabinet seat for one of her citizens. 

Your committee recommend that the accompanying preamble and res- 
olutions be laid on the table.

To the Honorable the Senate: 


I herewith return to your honorable body Senate Bill No. 85, entitled 
An Act to provide for the payment of the salaries of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court of the State of Nevada,” without my approval. 
The fifteenth section of the sixth article of the Constitution of this 
State provides as follows: 


“The Justices of the Supreme Court and District Judges shall each 
receive quarterly for their services a compensation to be fixed by law, 
and provision shall be made by law for setting apart from each year’s 

revenue a sufficient amount of money to pay such compensation,” etc. 


During last session of the Legislature a law was enacted for the car- 
rying into effect of this section. See Acts of 1864-5, pages 97 and 98, 
I am officially advised by the State Treasurer that, in pursuance of the 
provisions of said Act, he has set apart a sufficient amount of the public 
revenues to pay the salaries of the Supreme Judges for the current year. 

It appears to me that the money having been so set apart under the 
provisions of an existing law—which law the Legislature was, by the 
Constitution, required to pass—the Judges of our Supreme Court have 
acquired, and have a vested right, to the money so set apart, and that it 
may be drawn by them respectively in the manner and at the time fixed 
by the Constitution and the Act of last session, above cited. Each of 
these Judges, who performs the duties of his office for any distinct quar- 
ter during the year, will certainly, at the end of such quarter, be enti- 
tled to receive seventeen hundred and fifty dollars of the money 80 
apportioned and set apart. 

The fourth section of the bill returned to you diverts three fourths of 
that fund, and places it in the general fund. The object of the Consti- 
tution in the matter of judicial salaries seems to have been to make per- 
manent provision for their payment, so as to render the Judges indepen- 
dent, and free from the influence which might result from undue legisla- 
tion. The salary of the Judges first elected in our State is fixed in the 
Constitution, but its framers doubtless foresaw that, although the amount 
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was defined, still, if no money was provided to pay that sum, the Judges 
might be placed in a dependent condition. Without some special pro- 
vision, the Legislature might, or might not, as it chose, provide means 
of such payment; hence, the section of the fundamental law to which I 
have adverted was adopted. 

Under the requirements of that section, an appropriation has been 
made, and the money actually set apart. If this sum, or any consider- 
able portion of it, be now diverted, there may be periods when these sal- 
aries become due, at which no money would be in the FPreasury for their 
payment, thus practically defeating this essential object sought.to be 
obtained by this wise feature of the Constitution. l 

Under the provisions of the first section of this bill, it is almost cer- 
tain no unappropriated funds would be in the Treasury after the first 
quarter of this year, to set apart as contemplated by the Constitution, if 
the Treasurer regarded the provisions of said section. 

I think there are perhaps other constitutional objections to this bill, 
but those fally stated I deem sufficient to justify me in withholding my 


approval of it.

MINORITY REPORT FROM COMMITTEE ON COUNTIES AND COUNTY BOUNDARIES.

this State six months next preceding any general election. It will be 
seen that this petition cannot be presented to the Governor in less than 
seven or eight months, in consequence of the fact that there are now 
_ but few inhabitants in that section of the country, if any; therefore, 
those petitioners must acquire a residence of six months from the time 
of their emigration there this spring and summer, and the Legislature 
meeting again in ten months from this time, the county can be organ- 
ized then, if the population and necessities of the people require it, 
which time will be nearly as soon as it could be organized ‘under this 
bill. Fobject to this bill for the further reason that, from my own act- 
ual knowledge of the county embraced within the proposed lines, it is 
almost entirely uninhabitable, and the settlements intended to be in- 
cluded in said county, as well as the place designated as the county seat, 
are in the Territory of Utah. I therefore recommend that the bill, in 
its present shape, do not pass, but that it be re-committed to the Com- 
mittee on Counties and County Boundaries, with instructions to so 
amend as to authorize the Governor to proceed to organize said county 
when he has official information that one half a degree, or more, of ter- 
ritory has been added to this State on the east of its present eastern 
boundary, without regard to population or registered voters, and when

REPORT FROM THE COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS 


Mr. President : 


Your Committee on Ways and Means, to whom was referred a peti- 
tion of residents of Lander County, praying for the restoration of the 
office of Tax Collector in the several counties of this State, beg leave to 
submit the following report: 

The Revenue Law of last session was framed in view of the fact that 
the greater part of the taxes on real estate and personal property (ex- 
cept taxes on personal property assessed to persons who owned no real 
estate), under stringent provisions as to delinquents, could and would be 
paid into the county treasuries directly, and without the prior payment, 
as is. now necessary, to Tax Collectors, or to Sheriffs, as ex officio Tax 
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Collectors, to be by them paid, after the deductions of their per centage, 
‘into. the county treasuries, and thereby save that per centage. 

_ The practical workings of the law has-confirmed us in that conviction. 
‘The amount of property assessed in the State for the year 1865, as per 
the Controller’s report, was $18,698,275 76. The State proportion of tha 
taxes thereon was $233,728 45. Nearly four fifths of this amount was 
collected before the taxes became delinquent, by voluntary payments 
by the tax payers, to the several Tax Collectors in the State, at their 
offices, at a cost to the State, in the way of per centage to Tax Collect- 
ors, as estimated by the State Controller, of from $15,000 to $20,000. 

This amount (or a corresponding amount in ratio, with the taxes for 
State purposes, and the amount of taxable property in the State) will be 
paved annually to the State, when the Revenue Law of last year goes 
into full effect, and the taxes voluntarily paid go into the several county 
treasuries, and are relieved of the drain of the Tax Collectors’ per cent- 
age. Itis urged that the large collections made for the past year was 
owing to the energy, faithfulness and zeal of the officers entrusted with 
the collection. . 

Your Committee, while not wishing to reflect on the character of the 
revenue officers in any of these particulars, cannot concede this, but 
think the large collections are owing, in a very great degree, to the 
stringency of the provisions of the Revenue Law of 1864-5, as to de- 
Jinquents, in the matter of absolute sales of property for delinquent 
taxes; the impossibility of recording conveyances until proof of the 
prepayment of taxes has been made, etc. 

It is somewhat singular—assume it to be a fact that the heavy collec- 
tion was owing to the efficiency of the collecting officers—that all, with- 
out an exception, should have been alike efficient, as, by referring to the 


_ Controller’s report, the ratio of collections is about the same in every 


county of the State. Again, the same revenue officers collected the 
taxes on real and personal property (with one exception, that of Lander 
county) for the year 1864. The State proportion of the taxes for that 
year was $144,729 31, and the delinquent list was over $80,000, or more 
than one half of the entire tax. Why should they not be nearly as effi- 
cient in their first year of office as in their second, unless it be from the - 
efficiency of the present law? - 

The operation of the present law will be as follows: On the third 
Monday of September the assessment [roll] will go into the hands of 
the several County Treasurers, as ex officio Tax Receivers, whose duty 
it will be, after giving the very same.-notices that are now given by the 
Tax Collectors, “to receive all taxes on real and personal property, and 
receipt for the same,” up tothe third Monday of October, when they 
shall write the notice of levy and commence preparing their delinquent 
list, which shall be completed by the last Monday in October, or, in 
other words, to do and perform, without additional compensation, all 
acts that are now done by Tax Collectors, for the period of about:six 
weeks (during which period last year four fifths of the taxes were col- 
lected), except the important one to the State of taking the per centage 
now allowed Collectors. The labor of these six weeks, performed in 
their offices, consisting of receiving money, giving receipts therofor, 
marking the word “ paid ” against the names of payers, making out the 
delinquent list (which they get paid for extra), and taking out their ee 
centage, constitutes the paying part and the sinecure portion of the Tax 


‘Collector’s office. Without this, the office would be worthless, and for 


these six weeks work the State pays at least $15,000, or a sum sufficient 
\ 
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to pay all the clerks and attachés of the State officers, and the counties, 
as a whole, at least $25,000 more: - ’ 

-This six weeks work -can be, and in other States is, performed by 
County Treasurers without additional compensation, in addition to other 
services required of them, and the system is found to work well. Un- 
der the ‘aperation of the present law, the Sheriffs eleeted this year will 
be ex officio Collectors of licenses, passenger taxes, ‘and will serye all 

apers in tax suits. for..the last he receives fees collected from the de- 
fondant only, but no per centage from the taxes.. It appears to the sat- 
isfaction of your committee, that this officer, whose other business causes 
him to travel over the whole of the county, is the proper person to per- 
form these services, and that he would be fally as efficient as an officer 
whose sole business it would be to attend to it, for the reason that the 
per centage for the collection of licenses, ete., is insufficient to pay an 
officer to travel over the counties for the purpose of collecting them 
only. In the collection of delinquent taxes there is-another county offi- 
cer interested (and will still be under the future operation of the law), 
and on whose efficiency more depends, after the taxes become delin- 
quent, than any other—that is the District Attorney. In addition to 
his fees, he receives five per cent. on all taxes collected. Your commit- 
tee believe this incentive will be sufficient to insure as close a collection 
of delinquent taxes as‘possible. The proposed change is not recom- 
mended in any report or message of any State officer; on the contrary, 
the Controller of State says in his report: “ When the law making 
County Treasurers ex officio Tax Receivers (section eighteen, Revenue 
Law) takes effect, there will be a saving (by the direct payment to the 
neil of the several counties) to the State of about $15,000 or 

20,000. í 
$ In view of these facts, and of the condition of our State and county 
finances, is it expedient, or are we justified in making the change prayed 
for, thereby indirectly paying out of the State Treasury at least $15,000 
per annum for services that are not commensurate to the price paid for 
them, and reinstate this, to a great degree, sinecure office? Your com- 
mittee think not, and so recommend. ; ; .

Mr. President: _ 


Your Committee on Education, to whom was referred Senate Bill No. 
180, entitled “An Act to provide for the establishment of a State Nor- 
mal School,” would beg leave to report that they have had the same 
under consideration, have come to a favorable conclusion thereon, and 
for the following reasons would recommend its passage : 

First—It would result in the cordial adoption of the prescribed course 
of text books. 

Second—A harmonious understanding of the school law. 

Third—It would secure a harmonious system of school government. 

Fourth—It would tend to secure the best and most efficient system of 
imparting instruction. 

¥ifth—As one of the results, it would greatly promote the intellectual 
advancement of teachers. 
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Sixth—It would terid, also, to encourage the friends of education gen- 
erally, and to diffuse abroad correct knowledge respecting public schools. 

Your Committee refrain from dwelling in detail upon the various 
propositions above alluded to, but would here remark that the favorable 
results following the establishment of Normal Schools in nearly all of 
the older States, warrant them in earnestly urging the attention of the 
- Senate to the favorable consideration of this bill. 

The isolation of our position, and the great distance that separates us 
from the eastern schools, prevent us from obtaining teachers of a high 
order of talent, and require, if not absolutely demand, that steps be 
early taken to educate and send forth teachers from our own schools. 
The material is at hand and requires only the proper direction and de- 
velopment. l 

An institution with an active and intelligent Professor, qualified to 
present scientific subjects in an attractive form, would awaken interest 
in the eause of education, and stimulate teachers to renewed labors in 
their profession, and result in the advancement of the schools over which 
they are placed. 


es 


Such an institution, commenced at this time, with but one or two 


teachers, with a small building, would prove a nucleus for the formation 
and growth of an institution of large proportions, to be supported and 
fostered by an increase of the School Fund. 

By the terms of said bill, the Institution is proposed to be established 
by an annual appropriation of two thousand dollars, provided that a 
like sum shall be raised from private sources. 

From intimations received, your committee believe no difficulty will 
be experienced in raising the aforesaid sum from the friends of education 
deeply interested in the early establishment of said institution, and the 
appropriation asked from the State is so small that in the opinion of 

our committee no reasonable objection can be raised thereto,

I herewith return to your honorable body, in which it originated, with- 
out approval, “Senate Bill No. 41,” entitled “An Act appropriating mon- 
eys for the-benefit of the Orphan Asylum, conducted by the Sisters of 
Charity, at Virginia City.” I will briefly give my reasons for withhold- 
ivg my approval: Section 3 of Article 13 of our Constitution reads as 
follows: “ The respective counties of the State shall provide, as may be 
prescribed by law, for those inhabitants who, by reason of age and in- 
firmity, or misfortunes, may have claim upon the sympathy and aid of 
society.” The proper care of those so unfortunate as to be destitute or- 
phans, in any county of this State, is certainly one of the charitable ob- 
jects contemplated by this section; hence, if the State could constitu- 
tionally provide for them, as proposed in this bill, it should do so in all 
the counties—not in one alone. Further, Section 9 of Article 8 of the 
Constitution reads thus: “ The State shall not donate or loan money on 
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its credit, or subscribe to, or be interested in, the stock of any company, 
association or corporation—except corporations formed for educational 
or charitable purposes.” There is no ambiguity in this section. It is 
plain and pointed. On reading it, the question arises, is the Orphan 
Asylum the proposed beneficiary of this bill—a corporation formed by 


the terms of its articles for educational or charitable purposes, or for |. 


both. I am credibly informed it is not. How then can it be, constitu- 
tionally, the donee of the State’s money for the prohibition of the sec- 
tion cited, is the same as if it read in this manner: “ The State may do- 
nate or loan money on its credit to corporations formed for educational 
or charitable purposes, but to no other corporation, nor to any company 
or association whatever.” lt was certainly wise on the part of the fra- 
mers of the Constitution to make this provision, inasmuch as they pro- 
vided that the debt proper of the State shall never, in the aggregate, ex- 
clusive of interest, exceed the sum of three hundred thousand dollars; 
for if this donation were made, it is but reasonable to suppose that others 
of kindred nature would be asked, and perhaps as justly made, which 
might, sooner or later, swell the liabilities of the State to the maximum 
so indicated, and thus indirectly render current expenses of the State 
more onerous. And, as I have incidentally touched upon the question 
of policy involved in the passage of this bill, I trust you will bear with 
me when I urge that the State, now borrowing money at eighteen per 
cent. per annum, to defray indispensable current expenses, is not in a 
condition to make this donation, or any such, however laudable, irre- 
spective of fundamental barriers. 

In view of these objections and facts, I cannot consistently approve, 
hence return the bill for your further action.
